The Mountain Eagle, the na- 
tionally known weekly newspa- 
per in Whitesburg, Ky., came out 
a day early on election week to 
give its readers last-minute elec- 
tion news and one last round of 
advertising from candidates. But 
soon after the paper was distrib- 
uted, it disappeared from news 
racks, either bought or stolen. The 
paper’s countered by posting 
election-related articles online, 
marking the Eagle’s first appear- 
ance in cyberspace. 

“The community consensus, 
as we hear it, is that every copy 
of the Eagle that could be found 
was taken off newsstands to keep 
voters from reading information 
that refuted false statements cir- 
culated on radio, television and in 
other publications against Letcher 
County Judge-Executive Carroll 
Smith,” Eagle Publisher Tom 
Gish said in an editorial last week. 
Most Eagle readers get their cop- 
ies on the newsstands, and the 
mailed copies arrived in boxes on 
Election Day, presumably after 
many voters had been to the polls. 

Smith, a progressive Republi- 
can, lost to Democratic Magis- 
trate Jim Ward by 347 votes out 
of 8,039 cast, or 4.3 percentage 
points. The paper’s lead story, 
headlined “Smith, others answer 
attacks in radio, TV ads,” reported 
records refuting claims by 
Smith’s foes that he was lax in 
seeking money for water and 
sewer lines in the mountainous 
county, and that a prosecutor had 
discredited Ward’s claim that 
Smith’s “billing practices” were 
being investigated. A sidebar gave 
Smith’s reply to a Ward ad on 
another issue. 

Gish called the thefts “an ef- 
fort ... to put The Mountain Eagle 
out of business. Take the paper 
away from the people who read 
it each week and the paper will 
die a quick, short death.” He said 
4,000 of the paper’s 7,000 circu- 
lation is through single-copy 
sales. Gish said when readers dis- 
covered that the election-day is- 
sue had disappeared from grocer- 
ies, convenience stores and other 
outlets, “large numbers of read- 
ers came to the Eagle office to 
buy copies of the paper, but we 
had only a few left for sale. But 
we did hear countless descrip- 
tions of events from angry citi- 
zens who had been denied their 
God-given and American Consti- 
tution-guaranteed right to liberty 
and the freedom to read, to gain 
information, to think for them- 
selves.” 

Then, like any good rural pub- 
lisher, Gish turned to the business 
side, to the rights of the advertis-

ers who make the paper possible: 
“That issue of the Eagle contained 
a number of advertisements from 
automobile dealers, furniture 
stores, groceries and other mer- 
chants who wanted to reach the 
thousands of Letcher Countians 
who read the Eagle each week. . . 

. The right of those merchants to 
benefit from that advertising was 
stolen. And you, dear readers, 
might have missed a rare buy on 
a good car.” 

The Eagle found itself at odds 
with a major advertiser, 
Abingdon, Va. -based Food City, 
which first told the paper that it 
had removed its news racks for 
cleaning, then said it put the cop- 
ies on a nearby counter because a 
customer complained about 
“caustic information” on the front 
page. The Eagle’s story on the 
controversy quoted a reader as 
saying another store kept the pa- 
pers in a locked room until the 
day after the election, and said “a 
publication in Cromona, Ky.,” the 
competing Letcher County Com- 
munity News-Press, “reported the 
Democrat Party was responsible 
for the plan to get the papers off 
the stands.” 

Gish’s editorial concluded, 
“We think it will all trace back to 
a handful of very powerful inter- 
ests who want to control every 
single thing in the county, no dis-

agreements, no opposition, no 
hints of dissent to be tolerated — 
the old way of doing things — fire 
the coal miner who wants a union, 
don’t re-hire the teacher who dis- 
agrees, take away the food 
stamps, the free medications, the 
welfare checks of anyone who 
dares express a thought of his 
own. Shoot and kill the famed 
Canadian television producer 
who shows a casual interest in 
Letcher County problems, burn 
down The Mountain Eagle, make 
The Mountain Eagle disappear 
from the newsstands.” The 
newspaper’s office was 
firebombed in 1974, and a city 
policeman was convicted of ar- 
ranging the arson. “We are 
troubled now by the effort to take 
the paper from the hands of its 
readers. But we are determined to 
continue doing what we do: Give 
you readers the facts on the things 
that happen in the county and 
sometimes elsewhere. We don’t 
have the time, the reporting staff, 
to report it all, but we do what we 
do with good intentions, determi- 
nation, and a lot of love for the 
mountains and mountain people. 
And, yes, let’s hope no one per- 
son, no organization, can keep 
you from this week’s paper and 
another 100 years of The Moun- 
tain Eagle.” 

Gish and his wife, Pat, will 
mark 50 years of Eagle ownership 
on Jan. 1. The newspaper will 
mark its centennial about 10 
weeks later.

Supt. authorized to begin 
negotiations for school site 



Hutchinson sworn in 
as new board member 
from the Wrigley dist. 

The Morgan County Board of 
Education welcomed a new mem- 
ber at its Nov. 13 meeting and 
authorized Superintendent Joe 
Dan Gold to open negotiations 
with property owners for a new 
school site on the new sector of 
Ky. 7 north of West Liberty. Both 
sites have been approved by the 
state highway department as hav- 
ing acceptable access and other 
on-site testing to determine if the 
locations meet state standards 
will follow. 

Patty Hutchinson, who won 
election to a seat on the board at 
the Nov. 7 general election, was 
sworn in by board attorney Gary 
Conn and assumed her duties as 
the board ;s representative from 
the Wrigley School District. She 
replaces Melanie Barker, who 
was appointed to the board to 
serve until the election. 

A new Facilities Planning 
Committee was named and will 
begin its assessment of the 
district’s building needs follow- 
ing an orientation meeting slated 
Dec. 13. The committee is com- 
prised of four parents selected by 
the PTO’s from each district: 
Gene Cravens, James Hampton, 
Derrick Whitt, and Anthony 
Howard; four building adminis- 
trators, comprised of school prin- 



cipals Sandy Pelfrey, Janea 
Chaney, Carol Rose, and Addison 
Whitt; Mike Wagers from the 
central office; two community 
leaders: Dewey Blevins and 
Jimmy Lewis; School Board 
Member Marshall Jenkins; Scott 
Adkins, zoning enforcement of- 
ficer with the West Liberty Police 
Department, and four teachers: 
Joey Hill, Kim Hopkins, Leshia 
Collins, and Kristi Trusty. 

In other business, the board 
voted to accept two grants, one 
for $18,464 in coal severance tax 
funds and another for $23,168 
from state school facilities mon- 
ies for new technology purchases 
for the school system. The money 
must be matched by school board 
funds. 

In addition to other routine 
business, the board also voted to 
include BJ’s Kwik Stop on the 
school district vendor list. 

The board also reviewed the 
audit of finances for 2005-06, 
which revealed no management 
concerns. 

Attending the meeting was a 
delegation of citizens from the 
Wrigley School District who re- 
quested that the Wrigley School 
not be closed, at least until the 
proposed new elementary school 
for the Wrigley district is built. 
Concern also was voiced over the 
method adopted by the board for 
conducting random employee 
drug testing. 



Large field of candidates 
could force runoff election 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — Secre- 
tary of State Trey Grayson said 
last week a long list of potential 
gubernatorial candidates could 
result in a third election next year. 
He said he’s letting candidates 
know the possibility exists for a 
runoff election if no one gets 
more than 40 percent of their 
party’s vote in the May primary 
election. 

The provision for a runoff 
election has been on the books 
since 1992 but has never been 
used. But he said the provision 
stands a chance of being triggered 
for the first time next year if the 
field of potential candidates 
doesn’t dwindle and the vote is 
split between numerous candi- 
dates. 

So far, no one has officially 
filed for election, but any num- 
ber of potential Democratic can- 
didates are considering running, 
including former Lt. Gov. Steve 
Henry of Louisville, Attorney 
General Greg Stumbo of 
Prestonsburg, and state Sen. 
David Boswell of Owensboro. 
Long-shot candidate Otis 
Hensley, a Democrat from 
Harlan, said he plans to officially 
enter the race this week. 

Other potential Democratic 
contenders include U.S. Rep. Ben 
Chandler of Lexington, former 
Gov. Brereton Jones of Versailles 
and state Treasurer Jonathan 
Miller of Lexington. 

At least three candidates, in- 
cluding Gov. Ernie Fletcher, have 
said they plan to seek the Repub- 
lican nomination. State Sen. Dan 
Seum of Louisville and business- 
man Billy Harper of Paducah also 
say they are considering running 
for the GOP nomination. 

The deadline for filing for the 
governor’s race is Jan. 31. 

Conducting a runoff election 
could cost as much as $5 million, 
said Les Fugate, spokesman for 



the secretary of state. He said 
county governments could have 
to shoulder up to $3 million of 
that cost and the state up to $2 
million. 

Under state law, the runoff 
election would be held 35 days 
after the primary election. 

Lawmakers included no 
money in the current budget spe- 
cifically to pay the state’s share 
of the cost for a runoff election, 
but because it would be consid- 
ered a necessary government ex- 
pense, it would be paid for. 

State Sen. Damon Thayer, R- 
Georgetown, chairman of the 
State and Local Government 
Committee, said he doesn’t favor 
repealing the runoff provision, at 
least not when the General As- 
sembly convenes early next year. 

“I would be very reluctant to 
pursue changing the law in the 
middle of an election campaign,” 
he said. If this is something 
people wanted to change, it 
should have been been done ear- 
lier by the legislature, he said. 

Sarah Jackson, executive di- 
rector of the Kentucky Registry 
of Election Finance, said candi- 
dates would be able to begin 
fundraising anew for a runoff 
election and again for the general 
election.

X.M. Serius, D.V.D., On Star 
Navigational Systems and some 
of the stuff I mentioned even 
plays music. We offer brand new 
tires with no more than 100,000 
miles on them and an extended 
warranty that lasts from the door 
to the end of the parkin lot. Life 
insurance we cover even less. 
Theft insurance — we’ll call you 
if your car is stolen, unless you’re 
talkin about what the makes off 
the sale. Brakes — see life insur- 
ance policy. We offer ever color 
if your color is white and you get 
a tank full of gas with every fill- 
up. We offer on-the-lot financin 

— by puttin 100 percent down, 
you will get financed and we’ll 
even charge you the interest on 
the rest ... It all sounded good 
to ol Phil because about that time 
he yelled out, Til take it!”’

Wal-Mart’s $4 
drug plan comes 
to 11 more states 



Wal-Mart Stores Inc. has an- 
nounced that it will expand its $4 
generic prescription program to 
11 more states, including Ken- 
tucky, for a total of 38. The com- 
pany said 502 stores will join the 
program in Idaho, Kentucky, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Utah, Washington and 
West Virginia. The plan started 
in Florida in September and was 
slated to come to other states in 
January 2007, but it was ex- 
panded early due to demand, said 
a Wal-Mart release. 

Several primarily rural states 
are now on the list. 

“This is huge,” said Scott 
Napier, manager of the Morehead 
Wal-Mart. “The bottom line is 
that it’s a way to keep the costs 
down. We know the pain of ex- 
pensive drugs and this is our ap- 
proach to keeping cost down for 
the customers. I . . . believe that 
it will be great for the economy. 
It’ our way of giving back to the 
customer. 

Critics, including union-led 
groups and the National Commu- 
nity Pharmacists Association, 
which represents non-chain phar- 
macies, have called the discounts 
a publicity stunt that covers only 
a fraction of the 8,700 generic 
prescription drugs approved by 
federal officials, Richard 
Stevens, executive director of the 
West Virginia Pharmacists’ Asso- 
ciation, told the Gazette that the 
$4 program is a publicity stunt, 
especially meant to draw in holi- 
day shoppers. He said that shop- 
pers should check other stores 
because Wal-Mart is not the only 
one offering discount drugs. 

Reaction from Wal-Mart’s 
chain rivals has been mixed. Af- 
ter the earlier expansions, No. 2 
discounter Target Corp. matched 
the discounts state-by-state. 
Meijer also announced it would 
fill prescriptions for eight generic 
oral antibiotics for free. Other 
chains including Walgreen Co. 
said they would not change 
prices that they contend are al- 
ready competitive.

Safety tips 
for winter 
weather 

Winter Weather Awareness 
Week for Kentucky was observed 
November 13 through November 
17. Now is the time to review 
winter weather safety rules, and 
know what to do when winter 
weather strikes. 

In major winter storms, prepa- 
ration can be the key to survival. 
Take some time to get ready well 
before the storm strikes. At home, 
keep the following items avail- 
able: flashlights and extra batter- 
ies, a batter powered NOAA All- 
Hazards Weather Radio and a 
portable AM/FM radio, extra 
food and water, extra medicine, 
and first aid supplies. Always 
maintain an adequate supply of 
heating fuel since fuel carriers 
may not be able to reach you af- 
ter a major winter storm. If you 
have an emergency heating 
source such as a fireplace, wood 
stove or space heater, make sure 
it is working properly and is prop- 
erly ventilated. 

Fully check and winterize your 
vehicle before the winter season 
begins. Keep the following items 
in your vehicle: blankets, flash- 
light, high calorie non-perishable 
food, jumper cables, tow rope, 
shovel, sack of sand, and a wind- 
shield scraper. Keep your gas tank 
near full to avoid ice in the tank 
and fuel lines. Check the latest 
weather reports before you travel. 
Try not to travel alone, and let 
someone know your timetable 
and primary and alternate routes. 

If a snowstorm traps you in 
your car, do no panic. Stay with 
your vehicle. Run the heater 
about 10 minutes each hour, and 
keep the exhaust pipe clear of 
snow. Open the window a little 
for fresh air to avoid carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning. Make yourself 
visible to rescuers by turning the 
dome light on at night when run- 
ning the engine. Tie a brightly 
colored cloth to the antenna or 
door. Exercise from time to time 
by vigorously moving your arms 
and legs to keep blood circulat- 
ing, and to stay warm. 

Whether at home or traveling, 
always dress to fit the season. 
When going outside wear loose 
fitting, warm clothing in several 
layers. Layers can be removed to 
avoid perspiration and subse- 
quent chill. Outer garments 
should be tightly woven, water 
repellent, and hooded. Since half 
your body’s heat loss can be from 
the head, it is important to wear a 
hat or hood. Also, always be sure 
to wear mittens and gloves. 

Do not let severe weather 
catch you off guard. Monitor 
NOAA All-Hazards Weather Ra- 
dio, commercial radio, and tele- 
vision for the latest winter 
weather watches, warnings, and 
advisories. Be prepared before a 
winter storm strikes, and stay safe 
this coming winter season.

What do Wendy Mitchell and 
J.J. Johnson have in common? 
How can two artists who had 
never met until a week before the 
Sorghum Festival have had the 
same teacher, yet were self 
taught? In reality, neither has even 
seen the other’s teacher, yet they 
each know him personally. He is 
world famous and has many fol- 
lowers, yet neither J.J. nor Wendy 
has traveled where he was raised. 
In case you haven’t guessed, their 
teacher is Jesus, whom many 
know as the Rock. Wendy and J.J. 
get their inspirations through 
prayer and leading of the Holy 
Spirit for their artistic ideas. 

What else do these artists have 
in common? Both use rock mate- 
rials in their work. J.J. uses con- 
crete and natural rock for his cre- 
ative productions, and Wendy 
gathers smooth creek stones for 
her painting surfaces. 

J.J., who lives at Florress, 
started making stepping stones 
for his mother’s flower bed. Then 
a year later after his mother was 
hospitalized in Morehead, he 
stopped at Wal-Mart on a visit to 
the hospital to see her. He said he 
was “drawn” to the craft section, 
where he decided to buy a supply 
of different colored crystals mad 
in heart shapes. With these, he 
made a number of decorated con- 
crete garden stepping stones, in- 
cluding a large heart-shaped stone 
with the word MOM on it, which 
he presented it to his mother. 
Soon, people he knew began to 
encourage him to sell the decora- 
tive stepping stones he was pro- 
ducing. 

At age seven, Wendy became 
interested in drawing as she 
watched her dad paint beautiful 
acrylic bass fishing scenes when 
they lived in the mountains of 
Montana. Her mother still has her 
first sketch of five horse heads on 
a sheet on notebook paper.

J.J. has woven Wendy’s paint- 
ing abilities into his pieces. Since 
painting pictures is not his line, 
he has had Wendy to paint an old 
cabin on one of his shovels, and 
had her paint horse scenes on old 
handsaws, he incorporates into 
his craftwork. Wendy has also 
paints round saw blades with ti- 
ger heads, cabins, and other 
scenes, and has painted a cross 
saw blade on consignment. 

J.J. said he heard a sermon 
once about the “talents” and an- 
other about “visions and dreams” 
that inspired him to pursue his 
desire to create things. He said 
when he is inspired he can visu- 
alize the finished product ahead 
of time. He takes personal items 
that people give him and turns 
them into an artistic piece just by 



seeing the finished work in his 
mind. 

J.J. says his greatest pleasure 
in making concrete crosses that 
may be used for cemetery head 
or foot stones. He takes special 
orders and personalizes the 
crosses with names, flags made 
of colored crystals, or marbles, or 
with mementos from the family 
embedded into the stone. Prices 
range from $15.00 to $35.00, as 
he says he desires to meet a need 
that everyone can afford. If you 
have memories of loved ones that 
you want cast creatively into con- 
crete, visit J.J. on weekends at the 
460 Flea Market. 

Wendy says her art really 
“rocks,” as she does her best work 
while listening to Christian CDs 
and praying as she paints. She 
says that art is like a friend, and 
she wants to paint a picture that 




anyone would enjoy owning. 

Wendy, too, is inspired by 
events in the Bible. She believes 
birds are among God’s most fa- 
vored creatures, recalling that a 
dove brought news of dry land 
after the flood, and that the Spirit 
of God descended upon Jesus 
“like a dove” as he came out of 
the water when John baptized 
him. She presently paints depic- 
tions of birds on rock or slate. 
Wendy refers to her work as 
Wendy’s Art Ministry, because a 
percentage of her earnings are 
marked for ministries. One of her 
favorite paintings, however, be- 
longs to her mother, Sandra 
Kellogg. It is of a tiger, painted 
on an oval coffee table. Wendy, 
who resides on Cow Branch 
Road, also displays her art at the 
460 Flea Market.

Winter Weather safety tips 



Winter Weather Awareness 
Week for Kentucky was observed 
November 13 through November 
17. Now is the time to review 
winter weather safety rules, and 
know what to do when winter 
weather strikes. 

In major winter storms, prepa- 
ration can be the key to survival. 
Take some time to get ready well 
before the storm strikes. At 
home, keep the following items 
available: flashlights and extra 
batteries, a batter powered 
NO A A All-Hazards Weather Ra- 
dio and a portable AM/FM radio, 
extra food and water, extra medi- 
cine, and first aid supplies. Al- 
ways maintain an adequate sup- 
ply of heating fuel since fuel car- 
riers may not be able to reach you 



after a major winter storm. If you 
have an emergency heating 
source such as a fireplace, wood 
stove or space heater, make sure 
it is working properly and is 
properly ventilated. 

Fully check and winterize 
your vehicle before the winter 
season begins. Keep the follow- 
ing items in your vehicle: blan- 
kets, flashlight, high calorie non- 
perishable food, jumper cables, 
tow rope, shovel, sack of sand, 
and a windshield scraper. Keep 
your gas tank near full to avoid 
ice in the tank and fuel lines. 
Check the latest weather reports 
before you travel. Try not to 
travel alone, and let someone 
know your timetable and primary 
and alternate routes. 




If a snowstorm traps you in 
your car, do no panic. Stay with 
your vehicle. Run the heater 
about 10 minutes each hour, and 
keep the exhaust pipe clear of 
snow. Open the window a little 
for fresh air to avoid carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning. Make yourself 
visible to rescuers by turning the 
dome light on at night when run- 
ning the engine. Tie a brightly 
colored cloth to the antenna or 
door. Exercise from time to time 
by vigorously moving your arms 
and legs to keep blood circulat- 



ing, and to stay warm. 

Whether at home or traveling, 
always dress to fit the season. 
When going outside wear loose 
fitting, warm clothing in several 
layers. Layers can be removed to 
avoid perspiration and subse- 
quent chill. Outer garments 
should be tightly woven, water 
repellent, and hooded. Since half 
your body’s heat loss can be from 
the head, it is important to wear 
a hat or hood. Also, always be 
sure to wear mittens and gloves. 

Do not let severe weather 



catch you off guard. Monitor 
NOAA All-Hazards Weather Ra- 
dio, commercial radio, and tele- 
vision for the latest winter 
weather watches, warnings, and 
advisories. Be prepared before a 
winter storm strikes, and stay 
safe this coming winter season.

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Cougars eye 6th straight 
20- win season

If there’s one thing Cougar 
fans have grown accustomed to 
over recent years, it’s winning. In 
the last six seasons, Morgan 
County has gone from a middle- 
of-the-pack 16th region team con- 
tent with 10 to 12 wins and an 
occasional district championship 
to what is now a consistent 20- 
game winner with expectations of 
not only district titles, but also a 
regional crown. 

It’s that winning mentality 
that’s been preached season after 
season by Matthew Perry. The 34- 
year-old Cougar coach has com- 
piled five straight 20-plus win 
seasons on his way to 147 wins 
in just over six years. All this at a 
school that had not enjoyed a 20- 
win season in more than two de- 
cades. 

Now Perry is looking to con- 
tinue that streak with a program 
hit hard by graduation. Morgan 
County lost four starters, includ- 
ing its top two scorers, from 
2005-06. Perry says while this 
year’s squad is not overloaded 
with experience and proven scor- 
ers, it is a team very capable of 
achieving success. 

“We don’t have the lateral 
quickness that we’ve had in the 
past,” Perry said earlier this week. 
“For that reason, we’ve told our 
kids that we’ll have to be a more 
physical team. We’ll put a bigger 
and longer team on the floor this 
year than we did last. And we 
want to play to put that to our 
advantage.” 

That “big” team starts with the 
Cougars’ top returning player, 
Katlin Haney. The 6’ 3” senior 
forward averaged 11 points and 
six rebounds a game last season 
and is widely regarded as one of 
the region’s top players. 

“I know Katlin has been rated 
among the region’s best, but I still 
think he may be underrated,” 
Perry said. “Katlin was a good 
perimeter shooter last season and 
he’s worked hard to get even bet- 
ter. I know he put up at least 



35,000 shots this summer. That, 
along with his ability go get to the 
rim, will make him tough for 
teams to guard.” 

Haney’s help on the front line 
will come from a couple of jun- 
iors — Stephen Barnett and Bran- 
don Ferguson. The coach says 
both will likely start and are ca- 
pable of double-figure scoring. 

“Stephen gives us a good re- 
placement for Blake,” Perry aid 
in comparing Barnett to last 
year’s all-region player, Blake 
McCowan. “We’ll miss Blake’s 
skills and experience, but Stephen 
gives us an intelligent player 
who’s long and athletic. He can 
contest and block shots. And 
that’s what we’ll need from him.” 

“Brandon should help us tre- 
mendously. The great thing about 
Ferguson is he has a desire to play 
the game. He’s hungry to learn 
and wants to be on the floor. Bran- 
don shows glimpses of brilliance. 
We just need him to be consis- 
tent.” 

And with all that said about his 
post players, Perry still expects 
guard play to be the difference 
maker — even the entire 
backcourt, both starters and re- 
serves, will be made up of play- 
ers with limited game experience. 

“As our guards go, so will 
we,” Perry said. “We’ve got to be 
able to handle pressure and knock 
down the perimeter shot.” 

Two of the Cougars’ top 
backcourt players are sopho- 
mores — Cameron Dunn and 
Tyler Adkins. Perry refers to 
Dunn as “a good savvy player,” 
who he says will be entrusted to 
run the offense. Seniors John 
Robert Henderson and Matt Har- 
ris will also be counted on for 
minutes and scoring. Henderson 
has the reputation of a quality 
defender, while Harris gives Mor- 
gan another ball- handler. Both 
players have game experience, 
although neither has been a var- 
sity starter. 

A fourth senior Perry has at his 
disposal is Wes Montgomery. The 
6 ’2” lefty can play inside or out, 



with the ability to lash and score. 
Montgomery also gives Morgan 
another rebounder and is an 
above-average defender. 

Morgan’s varsity roster will be 
rounded out by sophomores 
David Downey and Jonathon 
Fopez. Perry says he expect his 
team to go a solid nine deep and 
make significant strides as the 
Cougars get games under their 
belt. 

“This team will get better with 
time,” Perry said. “Our goal is to 
score 60 to 65 points a game and 
we believe that will win a lot of 
games. Our defense is good 
enough right now to keep us in 
games. We’ve worked so hard on 
our defense since practice began, 
offense has taken a back seat. 
Offensively, if we’ll be patient 
and execute, we’ll get the open 
shots we want.” 

The Cougars will open regu- 
lar season play December 4 
against West Carter in the East- 
ern Kentucky Conference tourna- 
ment.
